This is 
what 
it 
says: 


"Until today I had not thought it 
necessary to niake any statement in 
reply to the highly colored stories 
that 
have been In circulation con- 
cerning myself, knowing in my own 
mind the amount of truth and the 
amount of coloring which these sto- 
ries have contained. 
However, the 


continued attempts to make sensa- 
tional reading out of .my conference 
•with Attorney General 
Hogan and 


Prosecuting Attorney Turner impel 
me at this time to state the 
facts. 


The reports that I have made a start- 
ling confession or am about to make 
a startling confession, 
concerning 


members of the legislature are erron- 
eous. Having no knowledge of any 
wrong-deling on the part of any of the 
.members or myself, 1 have nothing 
to confess. 


"I arrived in Columbus 
Sunday 


evening and registered at the 
Vir- 


ginia Hotel, going almost 
immedi- 
ately to my room and to bed. Mon- 
day I was about the state house most 
of the day and met dozens of peo- 
ple who knew I was In 
the city. 


About 7:30 o'clock -Monday evening 
I was notified by a newspaper man 
that a capias had been Issued for me 
to appear in court. 
This was my 


first knowledge that such an order 
had been Issued. I at once called up 
the office of my attorneys, tout was 
unable to locate any of them. 


•'I then determined to call on the 


attorney general, to notify him that 
I -was in the city and would be on 
hand when wanted, if wanted, Tues- 
day morning. 
I found the attorney 


general at his office in the 
state 


'house and explained to him that 1 
had just learned that a capias had 
been issued for my appearance in 
court. Before leaving his 
office ! 


made an appointment to meet him 
and the prosecuting attorney the fol- 
lowing morning. I kept that appoint- 
ment, as agreed. 
Legislative 
mat- 
ters were discussed, and they asked 
me If I was prepared to make 
a 
statement. I told them that the on- 
ly knowledge I had was the 
talk 


among the lobbyists about the state 
house. 
"Conscious of my own Innocence I 


have at all times been ready to have 
the lower court pass sentence upon 
me. I have been present in court to 
the minute whenever required, and 
-will be there. I was present in court 
on Aug. 2, when the motion for a 
new trial was overruled, ready 
to 


receive sentence. 
Sentence was not 


pronounced at that, time, and my at- 
torneys have since informed me that 
an entry went on the journal contin- 
ning the matter for 30 days, which 
•will" be to Sept. 2. And it was there-

"Did she return?" asked Prosecu- 
tor Gregory. 


"She did," said Owen, "she 
was 
dead." 


Owen then described Seattle's re- 


turn to t)he home with the 
blood- 


covered body of his wife In the auto 
and followed -with a ghastly recital oC 
the condition of the murdered wom- 
an's body. 


He then identified clothes 
worn 


by Beattie on the night of the mur- 
der and also those worn by the mur- 
dered woman. 


As the grewsome relics were hand- 


led by the lawyer and witness, Beat- 
tie sat with a glaring eye fixed 
on 


Owen. 
He did not glance 
at 
th« 


blood-clotted clothing nor at the gun, 
which had been Introduced as 
evi- 


dence. 
Owen declared that Beattie 


did not appear very excited after ho 
returned with the body. He also said 
that the young husband took no part 
in the search for the "tall bearded 
man," who, Beattie said, did 
the 
shooting.

Remedies For Nose Bleeding. 
Application of cold to the fore- 


head, over the iiose and at the 
back of the neck, either in an 
ice bag or cloths wrung out in 
ice water, should be made, or a 
piece of ice may be wrapped in 
the handkerchief and held di- 
rectly" over the bridge of the 
nose. Compression of the nose 
between the "fingers and main- 
tained for a time often proves 
successful.

tinues a solution of powdered 
alum in water or one of diluted 
vinegar or even lemon juice and 
water has been recommended to 
be injected or snuffed into the 
nostrils.

plotting in London for King Man- 
uel's restoration to the throne. Just 
how deeply the ex-king himself

concerned in the conspiracies is un- 
certain, but there is no doubt that he 
is a.t least kept informed of ..what i? 
going on. The Marquis de Several 
who was a Portugese minister 
in 


London up to the time of Manuel's 
deposition, is probably the real life 
of the conspiracies, in which several 
English men and women of very b:»h 
birth and considerable 
wealth 
are 


also said to be interested. 


It is an open secret that the En-r- 


lish government is seriously annoy- 
ed b> the refugees' activity and has

dence on British soil.

He is 34 and a barber by trade.

When it Is considered that during the 


civil' war, only 
fifty 
years ago. two 


miles was the greatest range possible 
with the guns In use at that time, th« 
range of the new 14-inch death dealers 
seems phenomenal. 


These ne\v guns will be mounted on 


the largest of the new battleships, the 
Texas and 
the New York, 
both of 


which are of the Delaware type and it 
l.s claimed that the perfection of these 
guns will make these two ships the 
most powerful and most to be dreaded 
in the world. 
The new gun is 53 feet, 


6 1-2 inches long and weighs, Stripped, 
fi.'i fi tons. The diameter of the breech 
Is 47 Inches and 
at the 
muzzle 
24 


Inches. 
Kaon one will oost $74,770, and 


the carriage upon which the gun is 
mounted will add $f>0,000 to this price. 


At the muzzle the gun has a velocity

bureau» of 


mines, the American Red Cross, the 
Pittsburg 
Coal 
Operators' Associa- 


tion and the United Mine Workers 
of America. 


The date, which was originally set 


for Sept. 16, has been changed 
so 


that P.resident Taft may be present 
on the second day, Oct. 27, to witness 
a mimic mine explosion, in a''tem- 
porary steel gallery on Forbes Field, 
an exhibition of rescue work by hel- 
meted miners following an explos- 
ion, and to review the parade 
of 


miners. 


The president will make an ad- 


dress and will present souvenir prizes 
to the miners taking part 
in 'the 


firsi-aid-to-the-injured 
and 
rescue 


work exhibitions. 
Walter L. Fisher, 


secretary of the interior department; 
Governor Tener of Pennsylvania, and 
Dr. Joseph A. Holmes, the director 
of the bureau of mines, will also be 
present. 
The general arrangements 


for the demonstration are in charge 
of H. M. Wilson, engineer-in-charge 
of the bureau of miies. 


The demonstration, the purpose of 


which is to teach greater safety in 
mining, will begin the morning 
of 


Oct. 26 at the experiment station of 
the bureau of mines, Fortieth 
and 


Butler streets. 
The first day will be 


devoted to the interests of the mine 
operators, mine owners, mining en- 
gineers and superintendents of mines.

A class of miners will be trained 


in the use of the oxygen

The oxygen helmet has proved a val- 
uable aid in entering mines filled 
with fire damp following an explo=- 
ion. 


In the afternoon the operators, en- 


gineers and superintendents will wit- 
ness an actual mine explosion in the 
experimental mine of the bureau at 
Bruceton, Pa., 12 miles from Pitts- 
burg. 
Coal dust will be allowed to 


accumulate in the mine, and 
black 


powder, the use of which is strongly 
urged against by the bureau of mines 
where there are dangerous conditions 
will be used. 
In other words,

place on 


Forbes Field, the Pittsburg baseball

cent great explosions in coal mines 
will be dramatically shown in an ex- 
plosion of c'oal dust. 
Immediately 


following the explosion, members of 
one of the rescue corps of the bur- 
eau, in their oxygen helmets, 
will 


rush into the smoke-filled gallery and 
go through the work of rescue. Sup- 
posed victims of the explosion will 
be brought forth and given flrst-aid- 
to-the-injured. 


Exert rescue teams from the prin- 


cipal coal mines of the country will 
give friendly exhibitions and 
then 


the miners will pass In review of the 
president. The parade of the miners 
will, continue down town to the river 
front, where a special pier has been 
assigned them to witness the marine 
parade in honor of the centenary of 
the beginning of steam navigation on 
the Ohio river.

campment in Convention Hall, on be- 
half of the pending arbitration treaties 
with France and Great Britain. 


As the men who knew the horrors" 


and sacrifices of war, he 
said, 
he 


asked them to approve the peace pacts 
and urge ratification by the Senate. 


The President spoke to the veterans 


of 
the 
struggle which 
they 
went 


through 50 years ago, and 
the 
one 


which he said now confronts this na- 
tion. 
He found a striking analogy in 


the two, although the struggle of to- 
day, he declared, will be bloodless. 


In the end, the President said, 
the 


peace-loving, straight-thinking people 
of the country will be victorious, 
but 


the fight itself may be the longer be- 
cause it will be fought out to the end 
without bloodshed and the roar of the 
battlefield. 


Immediately after speaking at the 


camp fire President Taft boarded his 
private car and left for Beverly, Mass., 
where he arrived this morning. 


With over 25,000 veterans here, the 


45th annual encampment of the G. 
A. R. has broken all former records 
for attendance. 


The veterans occupied 
nearly five 


hours in passing the reviewing stand, 
it being estimated that 25,000 were in 
line, the largest number in years. 


The politics of the encampment are 


beginning to assume a definite shape. 


The G. A. R. is going through one 


of the worst storms in its existence 
in endeavoring to select a commander 
in chief.

torate for another year. There 
are 


about 2SOO Methodis'is in Xewark, and 
these will co-operate in entertaining 
the conference. The First church has 
a famous Woman's Guild, which has 
been, very efficient in the new church 
enterprise which has just been com- 
pleted by that church. 


Bishop Earl Cranston of Washing- 


ton, 
D. C.. will preside and 
Bishop 


David H Moore will be present for at 
least a part of the time. 
These are 


two o( the greatest 
bishops of the 


church: Bishop Moore has his offices 
at Cincinnati, and was elected to the 
oniscobacy from the Ohio conference. 
Bishop Cranston will preach at the 
Sunday morning session of the confer- 
ence and scores of people from the 
surrounding cities will attend. 


The 
conference 
sessions will be 


held in the forenoon and the cabinet 
sessions in the afternoon. 
Great In- 


terest will center in the cabinet ses- 
sions as the appointments are made 
by the cabinet which is composed of 
the presiding bishop and the district 
superintendents as follows: Drs. ,T. C.
